Chancellor of Cashel, was born on the 28th of 
March, 1840. Entering Trinit Caltegs, 
Dublin, at an earl , he soon a im 
self possessed of hight abilities, and rapidly 
came oe front a the men of his time. 
in 1860 he won a Scho p in Classics, a 
year before the same fell to the 
t of the late Dr. RB. Y. Tyrrell and the late 
Mr. Arthur Palmer, and in 1861 he graduated 
with a Senior Moderatorship in Ethics and 
Logics, securing the first Junior 
Moderatorship in Classics. It was a some- 
what unusual achievement, but the choice of 
two such lines of study was characteristic. 
The whole of a uniyersity course upon which 
the crown was thus set had been indicative 
of a paints ‘jntellectual bent. He ~~

The country was passing 
through a critical period, and, ander circum- 
stances not to recall here, ex 
tional responsibilities were cast u the 
Law Officers of the Crown. The brunt of 
these was borne by the Attorney-General. 
Difficult problems of administration and pro- 
cedure were constantly arisin With sach 
he dealt in a firm and equitable spirit, which 
commended itself to the common judgment, 
and, though often sharply criticised by 
partisan opponents, he pursued what he con- 
considered to be the just and necessary course 
in a characteristically quiet and _ resolute 
manner. In the House of Commons his 
demeanour was admirable, and he was always 
at his t, indefatigable and vigilant. He 
was right-hand man to Mr. (now Lord) 
Balfour; he fell into no mistakes, never com- 
mitted an imprudence in debate, and, as it 
was acknowledged when he laid down his 
office, “‘ his ability, ‘tact, and kindly temper 
were of the highest service on many 
critical oceasions. ' 

To such a temperament as his, however, 
emancipation from the storm and stress of 
political life must have been an immense 
relief. His appointment as a Judge of the 
High Court in the summer
